Tho strangest fact to bo discerned 
on tho face of these returns is that 
Kootenay, which supplies §1112 to tho 
revenuo and contains twenty-nine elect- 
tors, has two representatives in tho 
local Legislature, and they receive 
about, $1G00 a year for expenses. An- 
other strange fact is apparent. Cassiar 
yields more to the revenuo than Cari- 
boo, and is not represented at all. 
Cariboo is represented or misrepresent- 
ed by three. Kootenay ought to bo 
disfranchised in ioto. New Westmin- 
ster should get at least ono additional 
member, Nanaimo another, and Cassiar 
is surely entitled to a third. But until 
a member for Cowichan or. Kootenay 
should resign or die (See Act passed 
last session) simple justice will be with- 
held from districts that are now under- 
represented or not represented at all. 
The returns also show how manifestly 
unfair is the proposition of the Govern- 
ment to strip Cowichan of one of its 
mdmloers, while districts that contri- 
bute many dollare less to the revenue 
are allowed to retain two members. 



THE "SUPPRESSED" DISPATCH. 



Tho present Government party are 
too prone to convict and executo their 
opponents before trying them. The 
Kootenay scandal furnishes an in- 
stance in point. Mr. Elliott was 
found guilty before his case had been 
heard; and when the three judges ren- 
dered the verdict of "not guilty" the 
Government press apologized. But it 
was like saying "beg your pardon!" 
to a man you had just drowned. In 
the matter of the so-called suppressed 
dispatch, Mr. Elliott, without a tittle 
of evidence to support the charge, is 
accused of having hidden it to servo 
tho interests of owners of property on 
tho Fraser route. Mr. Elliott and 
all the members of his Ministry have 
testified before a committee of the 
House that tho dispatch was never 
heard of by them while in oflice, and 
would it not be as well to hear from 
Mr. Trutcii or Mr. Mackenzie as to 
his knowledge of the facts connected 
with the "suppression" before condemn- 
ing Mr. Elliott, who could only have 
received tho dispatch from the hands 
of the Lieut-Governor?

EUROPE. 

London, Feb. 5. — A dispatch from 
Breslau states that at the supplement- 
ary election there for member of the 
PidieLatag the Socialist candidate re- 
ceived 5175 votes; Liberal 6564, and 
Conservative 3815. A second ballot 
is necessary. Tho government is much 
annoyed at the strength manifested by 
tho Socialists. 

Glasgow, Feb. 5. — Applications for 
relief during tho week ending February 
1st were 300 less than in any preced- 
ing week. Regular recipients have 
surrendered their relief-tickets intimat- 
ing that they have found employment. 
About 30,000 persons are still support- 
ed by charity. 

CANADA. 
Toronto, Fob. 5. — The cattle trado 
with England is at a standstill. Tho 
decision of the British Government . as 
to scheduling the United States as an 
infected country is looked for with 
anxiety. Should the decision be favor- 
able to tho States tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment will have to undo what they 
have done in prohibiting for tho space 
of three mouths the importation of 
American cattle into Canada or their 
passage through any part of tho Do- 
minion. If this is not done the effect 
will be to send all tho trado to the 
United States ports during that period. 

Afternoon Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 

Paris, Feb., 6. — Monseigour Guiburg, 
Archbishop of Paris, replying to a let- 
ter from Pere Jlyacinthc, notifying 
him of the opening of tho Reformed 
Church in Paris, writes that he regards 
his correspondent deranged and a 
dreadful examplo of tho divine chastise- 
ment of infidelity. 

Gambetta occupies his official resi- 
dence at the Palais Bourbon. The 
Government is taking measures to pre- 
vent introduction of thoRussian plague. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. (i. — Journals 
here bitterly denounce Austria and 
Germany for adopting precautionary 
m«,isur88 against the plague. The ac- 
tion declared is inspired by hostility to 
Russia and a desire to ruin her trade. 

London, Feb. G. — It is again re- 
ported that Prince Leopold will take 
orders in the Church of England.

MR. SPEAKER'S RULING. 

On Wednesday the leader of the 
Opposition moved an important resolu- 
tion against the continuance of tho 24 
per cent, interest on the unpaid purchase 
money on pre-empted lands. Tho Gov- 
ernment not wishing to subject their 
supporters to the ordeal of voting upon 
tho question, called upon Mr. Speaker 
to rule tho motion out of order. This, 
like an obedient servant, he promptly 
did and to prevent discussion ho prom- 
ised to give his authorities yesterday. 
Accordingly, on the opening of the 
House yesterday, he proceeded to quote 
authority for his ruling, but to the 
astonishment of all who heard 
him he read an entirely different reso- 
lution, about which there was no ques- 
tion, and then gave authority for it be- 
ing considered out of order. Tho reso- 
lution he had promised to rule ujiori 
from authority, he quietly ignored, and 
when his attention was called to the 
matter, he stopped comment by saying 
that it was not proper for the Speaker 
to dispute with any member. Who 
will say Mr. Speaker is not worth a 
handsome sessional allowance? In very 
truth he is worth more to the Govern- 
ment than half a dozen supporters. 



EASTERN STATES. 

Oil City, Pa., Feb. 6.— Capt. Paul 
Boynton commenced his swim between 
here and Pittsburg, a distance of 150 
miles, at 11 o'clock this morning. He 
expects to reach Kittanning to-night 
and Pittsburg to-morrow night. The 
river shows a temperature of one de- 
gree below freezing and is running 
nearly clear of ice. 

New York, Feb. G.— The steamship 
Celtic, for Liverpool, due at Queens- 
town on Sunday last, is not yet report- 
ed. Disabled machinery is supposed to 
be the cause of the delay.

London, Feb. 6. — Cape Town ad- 
vices say the Zulus offer but slight re- 
sistance, and are withdrawing into the 
interior as the troops advance. A 
column under Col. Glynn had an en- 
gagement Jan. 12th; the British loss 
was trifling.

Versailles, Feb. G. — President 
Grevy's message says: "I do not remain 
below the level of what France has a 
right to expect of my efforts and de- 
votion. Sincerely submissive to the 
greut law of Parliamentary Govern- 
ment, I shall never enter into conflict 
with national will conveyed through 
constitutional organs. In bills which 
it will submit to vote of tho Chambers 
the Government will bo guided by real 
wants and the unmistakcable wishes of 
the country." 



When a pasturo is insufficiently 
grazed considerable of its product is 
wasted. The tufts of unoaten herbage 
which often cover a large portion of tho 
surface, are not only left usoless, but 
injure the next year's -grass. To keep 
a pasturo in good condition, the drop- 
pings should be evenly scattered about 
once a week and the fouled spots be 
sprinkled with plaster, in addition, it 
will pay to follow cattle with sheep, 
which clear off the spots left by tho 
cows. Tho finest pastures are those 
kept the most evenly grazed ; and to 
socuro this, grazing lauds should re- 
ceive considerable attontion from tho 
first to last of the season. Bnt close 
cropping, by animals which aro not all 
the tinio in the pasture, will, after a 
while exhaust it ; and to provido against 
which 150 to 300 lbs. per aero of fine 
bone or superphosphate should bo ap- 
plied yearly in the fall or early in the 
spring. Tho phosphates are first ex- 
hausted from pastures; an average cow 
requiring about 100 lbs. of phosphoric 
acid in her milk yearly, and growing 
animals a large amount for thoir bones. 

The Cheapest and Best Fertiliz- 
er. — I sow clover seed about tho first of 
April, and havo never had a failure 
either from frost or drought. I regard 
clover as our cheapest and best fertiliz- 
er. Clover should bo moved beforo the 
sod is turned over. Tho stocks aro of 
but little value as manure, and in a 
light sandy soil they work positive in- 
jury. The principal fertilizing pro- 
perties of the plant reside in the root. 
A good clover sod will furnish enough 
plant-food for two crops of wheat in 
succession on moist soil. I don't think 
a farmer can afford to purchase fer- 
tilizers unless his soil is too poor to 
raise clover. I keep my land in good 
condition with clover alone. — N. Y. 
World. 

Imported Stock for Nova Scotia. 
The Nor/// British Ayricuturist says: 
Mr. Simon Beattio last week dis- 
patched a choice collection of cattle 
and sheep per SS. Canadian for Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia. The animals were 
selected personally and with special 
care by Mr. Beattie. The shipment in- 
cluded G7 for the Government of Now 
Brunswick. These comprised a num- 
ber of very fine English and Border 
Leiccsters from the (locks of Mr. Bell 
Irving, Mr. Wilkins, Tinwald Downs, 
and others, as well as 30 Border Lei- 
cester procured from Mr. Twentiman, 
Bleimehasset. Tho remainder of tho 
shipment was confined to Nova Scotia. 
It consists of 5 Ayrshires and 5 Short- 
horn cattle (bulls and cows), and 8 
Shropshiredown sheep. 

The exportation of eggs is fast be 
coming one of the staple industries in 
Canada. Over a half a million dallars 
worth have been shipped to the States 
this year, besides laage quantities to 
England. The bulk of this trado is 
done in the fall, when tho eggs, which 
have been in pickle of lime and brine, 
are taken out, dried, and carefully 
packed in bran, oats, or chopped straw. 
If the pickle is properly mado they 
come out fresh and sweet. There is 
one person in the business who put 
about 200,000 eggs down in this way 
in the spring and is now busy in send- 
ing them oil! Sometimes during the 
summer they are barrelled and shipped 
at once. Belleville, Simcoe, Seaforth, 
St. Mary's Woodstock, and other towns 
are engaged in this business. Collec- 
tors go about among the farm wives 
and those interested in the poultry 
yards look forward to the egg buyer's 
visits, and it becomes a paying indus- 
try for all concerned. There is no 
farm pursuit more adapted for boys 
and girls than the care of poultry, and 
when it is seen that the produce is in 
such demand it should encourage them 
to get into this profitable business.

Covington, Ind., Jan. 15. — On Tuns- 
day night last, Leonidas Grover, who 
resided in the vicinity of Newtown, 
Fountain County, met his death in a 
way that is probably without parallel 
in this or any other country. Mr. 
Grover was a widower, living on his 
farm with a married daughter and her 
husband. On the evening referred to 
the married couple had been absent on 
a visit to some neighbors, and upon re- 
turning at a lato hour entered the 
house, finding everything, to all ap- 
pearances, in usual order, and suppos- 
ing that Mr. Grover had already retir- 
ed, wont to bed themselves. Next 
morning the daughter arose, and hav- 
ing prepared breakfast, wont to the 
adjoining room to call her father, and 
was horrified to find him lying upon his 
shattered bed, a mutilated corpse. Her 
screams brought tho husband quickly 
to the bed-room, and an inspection dis- 
closed a ragged opening in tho roof, 
directly over the breast of tho unfortu- 
nate man, which was torn through ns 
if by a cannon-shot, and extending 
downward through the bedding and 
floor ; other holes showed the direction 
taken by the deadly missile. Subse- 
quent search revealed the fact that the 
awful calamity was caused by tho fall 
of a meteoric stone, and the stone itself, 
pyramidial in shape and weighing 
twenty pounds and a few ounces, avoir- 
dupois, and stained with blood, was 
unearthed from a depth of nearly fivo 
feet, thus showing the fearful impetus 
with which it struck tho dwelling. The 
position of the corpse, with other sur- 
roundings, when found, showed that 
the victim was asleep when stricken, 
and that death, to him, was painless.

Second Sassiou. 

Tiitjksday, Fob. 0. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at '2:10 p.m. 

ASSESSMENT. 

Mr. Speaker read a message from his 
Excellency transmitting an Act to amend 
suctions 9 and 13 of the Assessment Act, 
1878, and section 1 of the School Tax 
Amendment Act, 1878, to alter tho date 
of taxes becoming delinquent from 1st 
March to 30th Juno. 

Tho House went into a committee of 
tho whole on the measure, with Mr. E. 
Brown in tho chair. 

Hon. Mr. Bcaven moved that the com- 
mittee report tho bill. 

Mr. Smithe said this bill was no doubt 
intended to meet the general opinion of 
the House that the bills of last session 
were insufficient. The bill was simply to 
alter, tho date of tho taxes becoming de- 
linquent from 31st March to 30th of Juno, 
but does not propose to alter the amount 
of interest now charged. He would sug- 
gest that an Act bo introduced to amend 
the whole Assessment Act. Ho did not 
think tho Government ought to tic the 
hands of hon. gentlemen by preventing a 
free discussion on a very important bill. 
Ho (Mr. S.) had given notice of a similar 
bill, tho difference being that he proposed 
to alter tho date to 30th November and 
striko out the 2u percent, for delinquency. 

Tho chairman hero asked the hon. 
gentleman to confine himself to tho ques- 
tion before the House. 

Mr. Smithe said lie was simply dealing 
witli the general principle of tho bill. 

Tho chairman said tho subject under 
discussion was the alteration of a date of 
collection in a tax bill which was now in 
force. 

Mr. Smithe said ho was aware of this 
and was endeavoring to deal with the 
principle involved in' tho bill, but consid- 
ered that tho discussion should not be 
confined to tho principle of the two 
clauses. 

Mr. Humphreys said no member had a 
right to deal with the general principle of 
the bill outside of tho Act proposed. 

Mr. Smithe said there were very serious 
reasons for moving to insert new clauses 
in the bill. He considered there was no 
limit to the amendment and that if the 
preamble was found not to agree with the 
body of tho bill then it will have to be al- 
tered. Ho considered it was quite compe- 
tent for any hon. member to move amend- 
ments to this bill, and that before lie sat 
down he could move to alter the preamble. 
Tho bill is an improvement on tho 
bill proposed to bo amended, 
but at the same time he thought 
tho Government should go further 
and allow the House to amend tho Assess- 
ment Act, 1S78, and not two clauses 
alone. He thought a very small interest 
added after tho tax became delinquent 
would bo quite sufficient, lie would sug 
gost to the Government tho propriety of 
amending the preamble of this Act. The 
present act was most tyrannical and bore 
hardly on the poor man, and to amend it 
sections 10 and 11 of the present Act 
should be altered. 

Mr. Beaven said the object of the pres- 
ent bill was simply to change the date of 
delinquency. As for tho exorbitant rate 
of interest charged, tho total amount paid 
as such was between 830 and $31. There 
would be nothing to prevent tho Govern- 
ment bringing down a bill to amend other 
clauses before the end of tho session. 

Mr. Smithe wished to know whether it 
was the intention of the Government to 
bring down a bill at a later date to furth- 
er amend the bill? He thought this 
would bo only increasing tho work of the 
Houso as the bill could be amended now. 
It was surely bad enough to bring down 
a bill every session amending bills passed 
tho session before, without bringing 
down two or throe bills each session to I 
amend one bill. He hoped the Govern- 
ment would allow tho bill to be thorough- 
ly amended. As this was only a formal j 
committee he would give notice that 
when tho bill came down to committee 
again ho would move certain amendments. I 

Mr. Walkem said the average tax paid 
in Cowichan was §4 a head, tho majority 
on 1 /' -paid §4 a head, and 25 per cent, 
added to that would be ifu. Surely that 
was not any great oppression. Ho could 
not see that the plea for the "poor man" 
was at all called for. Ho considered the 
community was very lightly taxed. 

Mr. Smithe said it was not so much the 
amount paid as the principle involved. 
The principle throughout was wrong, for 
if the Government wanted to raise tho 
rovenue they should increase the rate and 
not especially attack the poor man be- 
cause they thought he was less likely to 
make his complaints heard. 

Mr. Evans said the people of Cowichan 
did not pay their school-tax. 

Mr. Smithe ■ — Cowichan paid up its 
school-tax far more than some other dis- 
tricts such as Victoria District and Esqui- 
malt. Ho thought it very unfair that 
Cowichan should always bo called up. 

The resolution was then carried and tho 
Committee rose and reported. 

Tho bill was then road a first time. Se- 
cond reading on Friday. 

RULING. 

Mr. Speaker then gavo his authorities 
in writing for his ruling on Mr. Smithe's 
motion of Wednesday last, as follows: 

Tho hon. member for Cowichan moved, 
That, inasmuch as the "Assessment Act 
Amendment Act, 1878," and the "School 
Tax Act Amendment Act, 1878," are, in 
their provisions, generally tyrannical and 
oppressive, and inasmuch as thoy boar 
particularly and specially upon the poor 
and struggling members of tho com- 
munity who for no other reason than that 
because of their poverty, thoy are unable 
to pay their taxes for the year in advance, 



arc compelled to pay an excessively high- 
er rate of taxation than those more favor- 
ably circumstanced: Bo it theroforo re- 
solved, That this House strongly objects 
to the continued operation of the Acts in 
question, and demands that they bo re- 
pealed or modified so far as to entirely re- 
movo the objectionable features referred 
to in the preamble of this resolution. 

Tho hon. members for Comox and Cari- 
boo objected to tho motion, raising tho 
point of order that tho motion was con- 
trary to rule 15 of our rules and orders, 
which states among other things that no 
member may reflect upon any vote of tho 
House except for the purpose of moving 
that such vote may bo rescinded, I am of 
opinion that tho motion is out of order. 
Such a motion as tho ono question 
cannot bo considered merely as an evasion 
of the rules of tho House. It goes further 
than that, for while reflecting on a vote of 
the House it is couched in opprobrious 
terms. It says that certain statutes 
(therein mentioned) arc, in provisions, 
generally "tyrannical and oppressive," 
and asks tho Houso to object to tho con- 
tinued operation of those acts and de- 
mands their repeal (see Lcfovro 155.) Tho 
motion is uncourtoous te the Houso and 
irregular in principle, inasmuch as tho 
member offering the motion is himsolf in- 
cluded in and bound by tho vote agreed 
to by a majority of tho Houso (May, 312.) 
The hon. member for Cowichan has re- 
quested that tho preamblu bo omitted 
from tho motion. Unfortunately tho mo- 
tion concludes by distinctly referring to 
tho language used in tho preamble In 
fact, preamble and motion are one in 
body and in spirit, and the notice of mo- 
tion was of such a character that had at- 
tention beencallodtoit 1 cannot but think 
it should have been expunged from the 
motion paper (May, 259.) 

Mr. Smithe called attention to the fact 
that the ruling was on the second resolu- 
tion riuI riot on the first as promised. 

Mr. Speaker said it applied to both 
alike. 

Mr. Smitho said that was not correct 
as the preamble of the first was distinct 
from the resolution, in the other it was 
not. 

Mr. Spoakor said no member could dis- 
pute with the Speaker. 

Hilling ordered to be placed on tho 
journals of the House. 

RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved that the Im- 
perial authorities bo respectfully request- 
ed by telegram to send a reply to tho 
Petition of this House addressed to Hoi- 
Majesty last session, respecting our Hail- 
way relations with Canada. He said tho 
reason ho brought this up was because tho 
Houso itself had drawn up tho address, 
and he thought thoy were the proper per- 
sons to address a telegram to find out why 
such had not been replied to. 

Mr. Ash said he would like to see all 
tho papers on tho subject before lie was 
asked to vote on tho resolution. (Hear, 
hear). 

Mr. Vernon said he had sent for a copy 
of the papers but had been unable to get 
one. 

Hon. Mr. Walkout said he would with 
tho consent of the House defer his mo- 
tion. Leave granted. 

WATER COURSES. 

Mr. Mclhnoyl asked leave to introduce 
a bill intituled "An Act to amend the 
British Columbia line fences and water 
courses Act, 1870." 

Leave granted and the bill was road a 
first time. Second reading on Monday 
next. 

COFFERDAM, 

Sir. Helgeson moved thataSolect Com- 
mittee bo appointed, with power to call 
for persons and papers, to enquire into 
and report to this House upon the manner 
in which the contract, and otker business 
connected with tho cofferdam, has been 
carried on ainco last session. Tho com- 
mittee to consist of Messrs. Helgeson, 
Mellmoyl, Walkem, Drummond and 
Harris. 

He trusted every lion, gentleman know 
how unsatisfactory this work had been 
carried out, and he thought it was only 
right something should be dono about it. 
The Government had done quito right in 
stopping payment on tho work for it had 
become a perfect drag on tho country. 
Tho resolution was adopted. 

MINIM] K NO INKER. 

Mr. Smithe moved that copies of all 
correspondence, since 30th Juno last, be- 
tween the Government, or any member 
thereof, and the late Government Mining 
Engineer (Mr. Harpor), be sent down to 
this House at an early date. Carried. 
SESSIONAL. 
Mr. Smithe asked leave to introduce a 
bill intituled "An Act to amend tho As- 
sessment Amendment Act, 1878 " Grunt- 
ed. Head 1st time. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem objected to the 
second reading being fixed upon, as ho had 
not seen the bill. 

Mr- Smithe said the hon. gentleman 
could object when the bill came up for 
its second reading. 

Mr. Ash considered the request of tho 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
as most unusual. Two days' notico is re- 
quired for the introduction of a bill and 
then it is customary to read it a first time 
and fix its second reading. He could not 
soo how or why the hon. gentleman could 
object to a date boing decided on, when 
at the second reading the bilL will bo con- 
sidered on its merits and if tho Govern- 
ment then object to it it can be ruled out 
of order or kill it. 

Mr. Walkem said that if the House 
were willing ho had no objection to fixing 
a date for its second reading; but it must 
be clearly understood that the bill should 
then be discussed on its merits. 

Tho bill was ordered to be read a second 
time on Monday next. 

coroner's BILL. 
The House went into committee with 
Mr. Pimbuiy in the chair. 

Clause 5. — Imposing a fine of §10 on 
jurors who fail to attend an inquest when 
summoned. Passed. 
Clause li.-— Passed. 
Clause 7. — Passed. 

Clause 8. — Dr. Ash did not understand 
tho meaning of the clause. 

The Attorney-General tried to explain 
tho meaning of the words and failed. 

Dr. Ash — It would be a very good bill 
if it wore possible to understand tho 
meaning of certain clauses. 

Mr. Wilson tried to give an explanation 
which was not satisfactory. 

Mr. Vernon proposed an amendment. 
The Attorney-General said tho meaning 
of tho clause was plain. It passed by 
adding the word "previously." 

Clause 9. — Fixing the fees for medical 
officers. 

Dr. Ash behoved that tho fees ought to 
be fixed by the Lieut.-Govemor in Coun- 
cil. 

Mr. Smithe agreed with Dr. Ash. 
Capt. .Evans believed tho bill would be 
bo very costly; it provided for the pay- 
ment of immense expenses to medical 
officers. 

The Attorney-General insisted in hav- 
ing tho fees fixed by the commhteo. 

Mr. Bcaven wished to see an improve- 
ment made in tho bill. A schedule of 
fees should be appended, and tho people 
should know something of the vast Bums 



they may be required to pay; §G0 hero 
and §S0 there soon amount to a large 
sum and tho peoplo cannot afford it. 

Mr. Ash considered that it would 
be a most monstrous thing for the 
House to put down twelve dollars as a 
fee for attending an inquest and 
holding a post mortom examination and 
making an analysis of a doceased person's 
stomach. Hon. gentlemen should recollect 
that it was no light mattor to hold an an- 
alysis of a stomach. It requires a man 
highly skilled in chomistry, besides which 
the necessary articles required are pro- 
pared with tho greatest caution and are 
not such as can bo procured in any drug 
storo horo. Ho hoped hon. gentlemen 
would consider this. 

Mr. Evans said ho thought tho hon. 
gentleman should tell the Houso what he 
thought should bo tho feos, as ho appear- 
ed to bo tho only person in tho Houso 
competent to give that information. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said this question 
had been discussed and settled years ago 
in tho older Provinces and ho thought it 
would-be well to ho guided by them. 

Air. Smitho said this was not a matter 
of dollars and conts, and ho was sure tho 
hon. member for Comux had not propos- 
ed to squander other person's money If 
tho medical man is to bo liable to a pen- 
alty if ho refuses to attend surely ho 
should bo adequately paid if ho do attend. 
Ho could quite understand that in somo 
cases an analysis would bo a very costly 
and lengthy procoss and ho thought thoro 
should be a proper remuneration. Ho 
thought that it would be better to leave 
this matter in tho hands of the Governor 
in Council. 

Mr. Ash said he had no idea of being 
extravagant' with other persons' money, 
and only wished ho could bo a humble 
follower of tho Hon. Mr. Beaven in that 
respect and leant to take as good care as 
that gentleman, not only of tho public 
money, but of his own (laughter.) As for 
personalities continually being thrust at 
the member for Cowichan, it reminded 
him of what a gentleman had said to him 
yesterday. It was— "-"I see you have got 
a successor to tho celebrated Bob Smith 
in the Houso, but I do not think he equals 
him, as his jokes are lacking in point and 
not so funny" (laughter.) Ho (Mr. A.) 
asked who it was, and his friend informed 
him that it was the second member for 
Victoria City (Mr. Wilson.) Ho would like 
to know how it was that Cowichan should 
bo so continually referred to. The leader 
of tho Opposition ought to feel compli- 
mented that thoy could find nothing elso 
against him, and wero obliged, lacking 
anything better to say, to refer on ovory 
occasion to tho alleged poverty and pau- 
city of Cowichan. If it was intended for 
wit on tho part of Mr. Wilson, tho House 
might not object to ono doso of it, and 
might even stand one repetition of it with- 
out complaint, but to hoar tho samo thing 
and it was tho samo thing, day after day 
about tho peoplo of Cowichan, was more 
than hon. mouthers ought to bo eallod upon 
to stand. (Hear, hear). Why did not 
Mr. Wilson refer to tho district of tho 
gentleman who sat at his elbow? Its 33 
voters and 2 members and small reronuo 
ought to furnish "Bob's successor" with 
a fine field for tho cxereiso of his peculiar 
ability, and ho was sure it would be an ac- 
ceptable change to tho House, front tho 
now moro than threadbare theme of Cow- 
ichan. (Hear, hear). Ho (Dr. A.) would 
like to know how much Kootenay contri- 
buted to the revenue, and how much pub- 
lic inonoy was - expended there/ (Hear, 
hoar and laughter). 

Mr. Galbraith (excitedly) said "Koot- 
enay, Sir, onco contributed moro than 
Comox and Cowichan put together; 
(laughter) every man, sir, paid his taxes 
in kootenay; there was no delinquency 
there. (Laughter). 

Mr. Smitho referred to the public ac- 
counts for 1878 jtiBt submitted, saying 
members would bo interested to learn 
from Mr. Galbraith how many of tho peo- 
ple of Kootenay paidtaxos for ho observed 
that tho total of the real estate tax paid 
in that district for tho last year was §9 
(laughter); if that was all thoy had to pay 
no wonder they paid it all. 

At this point members on the Govern- 
ment side called order most lustily. 

Mr. Smithe said it was all very fiuo as 
long as it was Cowichan that was assailed, 
but it was astonishing how sonsitivo the 
other sido of the Houso was when shota 
such as thoy wero constantly throwing at 
his side were fired into their own camp. 
(Hear, hear and laughter). 

Hon. Mr. Walkcjn moved that the 
question before the House bo proceeded 
with, and moved that a medical man bo 
paid* §5 for attendanco if without a post 
mortem examination, He considered tho 
committee should deal with tho question, 
and not leave it to tho Governor in Coun- 
cil. 

Five dollars was ordered to bo inserted 
and !?10 fee for a post mortem examina- 
tion without an analysis, no fee being 
fixed for an analysis, 

Tho committee then rose and the Houso 
adjourned till 2 p.m. Friday.

A company has been formed in Victoria 
for the purpo30 of establishing dog fish 
and hallibut fisheries at Skidegate In- 
let, on tho Queen Charlotto group of 
Islands. And the better to enablo them 
to carry on the business successfully a 
powerful screw steamer of about 00 tons 
measurement is being built for tho com- 
pany by Clark & Co. , ship builders of 
this place. Tho dimensions of the stea- 
mer will be 75 feet keel, 12A feet beam, 
feet depth of hold, and her speed 10 
knots an hour. Tho machinery will bo 
constructed at tho Albion iron works. 
Tho boat will bo ready for service by tho 
1st of April, and is intended for carrying 
supplies to the fisheries, towing the small 
boats to and from tho fishing grounds, 
and collecting fish from the different 
stations. Tlio company intend to export 
oil from tho dog-fish, which abound in 
those waters. Tho oil will bo clarified by 
a now steam process and packed for ex- 
portation in caijs similar to thoso used for 
coal oil. The machines for manufactur- 
ing the tin cans have been ordered from 
tho East. Largo buildings for laying out 
the oil, blacksmith, carpenter and tin 
shops, boat and store houses for nots, 
seines, bait, etc., will bo erected early in 
the spring, and a sawmill will also form 
part of tho company's works. The wholo 
will form ono of the most complete es- 
tablishments of tho kind on tho Coast, 
and employment will be given to a suf- 
ficient number of men to man from 30 to 
50 fishing boats, besides a large number 
required at tho works— in all say 00 mon. 
The industry will, moreover, - afford in- 
ducement to tho Indians in that vicinity 
for employment and cultivation of habits 
of thrift. Tho plan of exporting oil in 
cans will effect a great saving and avoid 
tho loss occasioned by shipping in hogs- 
heads and barrels. And instead of the 
primitive mode of extracting the oil by 
trying out in tin kettles and boilers 
placed directly over tho lire, tho company 
will use tho steam pressure process, which 
will render tho oil of a much finer grade, 
and lessen tho danger of impairing its 
quality, leaving it free from sediment. 
The lubricating qualities of dog fish oil 
are unsurpassed. Incidental to this 
branch of industry the company intend 
to confine the canning and drying of 
hallibut, a most delicious fish, which 
abounds on the fishing banks in the vicin- 
ity of Skidegato. The head and fins of 
tho dog fish contain a glutinous substance 
which can bo extracted and made into 
gluo of a superior quality; this branch 
will eventually be turnod to profit. Tho 
enterprise thus briefly alluded to is strict- 
ly local in its formation and character, 
and ma}' form tho nucleus of ono of tho 
most promising industries of this Province; 
Tho principal mover in tho company is 
Mr. Win. Stirling, a well-known resident 
merchant of the interior of British Co- 
lumbia, a man of business qualifications 
strictly in accord with his cognomen, and 
who is capable of managing this practical 
movement.

A murder trial has just closed in 
Switzerland which lias just excited a 
considerable sensation, because of the 
enormity of the crimo committed. A 
little more than two months ago the 
body of a little girl, about 1 1 years 
old, was found hanging in a shed near 
tho railway station at Fribouvg. The 
case was a very mysterious one, and at 
first it was supposed she had com- 
mitted suicide, but the unanimous op- 
inion of medical experts was that the 
child had been strangled before being 
hanged, and that it was beyond a doubt 
a case of murder. There was nothing 
about- the child that could lead to 
her identification, and no one could be 
found who had seen her about the 
town before the crime was discovered. 
Photographs of the child were sent to 
every police station in Switzerland, 
and descriptions of her wero published 
in alL the papers. After a while, by 
the merest accident, suspicion rested on 
a woman named Kuchat, living in the 
Canton Vaud. It was proved that 
the child was hers, audit was supposed 
that she had killed her because, being 
illegitimate, she constituted an obstacle 
to her marriage. It came out further 
that she was actually married to her 
present husband at the time when all 
Switzerland was ringing with her crime. 
On being arrested, the woman confess- 
ed her guilt, but her only motive for 
the crime, sho stated, was to save ex- 
penses of tho child's maintenance. To 
this end, she deliberately took tho 
child from Borne, whore sho was stay- 
ing, strangled her with a shoelace, and 
hanged her to a beam in tho shed 
where sho was found. The jury refus- 
ed to see any extenuating circumstances 
in a case so utterly heartless and mon- 
strous, and the woman was sentenced 
to the extreme penalty of the law, — 
imprisonment for life. The agitation 
for tho ro-onactment of capital punish- 
ment in Switzerland receives a new 
impulse from this horrible crime, for 
which no punishment seems too ex- 
treme.
